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(57) ABSTRACT 

An electrical connector assembly is shown which includes 
both full shielding and signal conditioning. The assembly 
includes a front housing portion in the form of a modular 
jack, and a rear housing portion which forms a recessed area 
or "weir* for receiving the components for signal condition- 
ing. The components are mounted on a printed circuit board, 
and placed in the recessed area. The housings are aligned 
and locked together. 
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
